NEW YORK, Jan. 25 #—A new 
atomic clock can measure time 
more accurately than any device 
now known, Columbia University 
physicists said today. 

It could usher in “atomic stand- 
ard time,’’ rather than present sun 
standard time, by which you'd get 
up, go to work, or go to parties. 

For it’s a far better timepiece 
than the earth’s rotation, the basis 
ef sun time or present standard 
time. 

The earth’s rotation can vary 
about one second every three 
years. The atomic clock would: be 
“off’’ only about one second every 
300 years, said Prof. Charles H. 
Townes, the inventor and executive 
officer of Columbia’s Physics De- 
partment. 

One use foreseen for it is to 
rreasure how much our spinning 
eurth may be slowing down, and 
how much it varies in the time—24 
hours—needed for one complete ro- 
tation. 

The device also can amplify mi: 
crowave radio signals, keep radio 
and TV transmitters on their fre- 
quenci¢s more accurately and help 
navigators,. Prof. Townes said. 

The device is named the Maser, 
which means microwave amplifi- 
cation by stimulated emission of 
radiation. 

As an atomic clock, it produces 
vibrations of 24 billion cyeles per}

State Traffic Code 


For many years all agencies in Geor- 
gia concerned with traffic safety were 
unanimous in one conclusion. Our great- 
est weaknesses were the lack of a uniform 
code of regulations governing traffic and 
the absence of uniform court procedures in 
handling traffic cases. National safety ex- 
perts pointed out the same weaknesses. 
The last session of the General Assem- 
bly, after years of delay and opposition 
from various selfish sources, finally 
adopted such a code and it is now law. 
While it has not solved the traffic prob- 
lem, it provides the framework for better 
enforcement and for fixing responsibility 
on drivers. The code has teeth in it. 

Two bills were introduced in the 
House Monday that would strip the code 
of much of its effectiveness. They would 
put an end to mandatory driver license 
revocations; eliminate the permanent 
revocations for third offenses; permit the 
courts to revoke licenses only for a period 
of three years and give the courts the 
power of reinstating licenses at any time. 
It is difficult to understand the solici- 
tous concern for drunken drivers. One bill 
would provide a maximum sentence of 
12 months and $1,000 fine for repeated 
drunk driving: convictions. And yet every 
drunken driver is a potential murderer. 
Repeaters are permanent potential mur- 
derers and the only way to control them 
is to prohibit their driving, permanently 
if the circumstances so warrant. 

Every state in the nation is trying 
every means possible to protect its people 
from highway carnage. Georgia is making 
progress. To take the teeth out of the 
uniform traffic code would. be a step 
backward. 

If passed, these amendments would be 
followed by others that would further 
weaken the code. The State of Georgia 
must not sanction license to murder. 

The General Assembly should kill 
these amendments. 


Democrats Are Called 
For the Crash Landing 


The late Sen. Arthur Vandenberg 
(R-Mich) generally, and properly, is 
credited with bringing the Republican 
Party into a bipartisan foreign policy dur- 
ing the years of the Second Great War. 
As a result of his efforts Franklin D. 
Roosevelt appointed Republicans to top 
positions and Harry Truman met Van- 
denberg halfway. 

It was said of Sen. Vandenberg that 
once when Harry Truman seemed about 
to balk, the senator from Michigan said: 
“Mr. President, we in our party feel 
we have a right to be in on the take-offs 
as well as the crash landings.” 

That about sums up the feeling of the 
Democratic Party as it is requested to be 
in on the take-off on a new tangent of 
China policy by the administration which 
has crashed on its old one. 

Democrats have provided the neces- 
sary muscle for President Eisenhower to 
salvage his foreign policy program from 
the reactionary members of his own party. 
They privately are disgruntled by the 
President’s handling of his request for 
war-basis authority. 

They will, of course, go along because 
they put their country first. If, as the 
President says, its security is in danger, 
they want to do all that is necessary to 
protect it. 

But they feel that Chiang Kai-shek 
long has been “an Old Man of the Sea’”’ 
about the neck of our foreign policy and 
that the President has stood by and al- 
lowed his associates to damn the Demo- 
crats for a failure in China when there 
was no basis in fact for the charge. 

The Democrats want the President to 
say that this country’s foreign policy will 
be based on the country’s needs and not 
on Chiang Kai-shek’s demands. 

Last spring, they note, there were se- 
cret meetings about Indochina. Vice Pres- 
ident Nixon said we would send troops to 
prevent the fall of that country. So did 
members of the staff. The President 
seemed to endorse both. Then there was 
an abrupt change. No Democrats were 
called in. ! 

Now, seemingly, there have been more 
secret meetings and decisions. The Demo- 
crats have been told nothing. 

Now a crash landing seems to be in- 
evitable. 

The Democrats are

’ The Citizens Committee for the Hoov- 
er Report continues to plug at that noto- 
rious public enemy, waste in government.

In these days of high taxes and deficit 
financing, such commissions as the Hoover 
group are welcomed by the average tax- 
payer, but meet considerable resistance 
from organized pressure groups and pork- 
barrelling politicians. 

A comparison might be drawn between 
the Hoover Commission and the Study 
Group proposed for Georgia by Gov. 
Marvin Griffin. While the primary object 
of the latter is to survey Georgia’s needs 
for the next four years, it can render 
the same kind of service to the state as 
the Hoover Commission has rendered the 
nation by a diligent search for waste, 
racketeering and overlapping functions in 
the state government. 


Poultry Industry Takes 


Inventory of Problems 


The Southeastern Poultry and Egg 
Assn. has been holding its annual con- 
vention in Atlanta. From the meeting 
comes association and assimilation of 
ideas that will improve the industry 
throughout the region. 

Atlanta is happy to have these splen- 
did people with us. Georgia is especially 
proud to be host to the group since the 
poultry industry has become .one of our 
biggest businesses. Georgia again last year 
led the nation in production of baby 
chicks and the industry has passed the 
$100,000,000 mark. 

Production of eggs—an important part 
of the business—is getting a belated bit of 
attention in the state. Some 75 producers 
Monday organized the Georgia Egg Assn. 
and elected C. E. Boggs, Cedartown pro- 
ducer, as temporary president. There is 
room for much development in this field. 
Georgia still imports many of its eggs 
from other sections. 

Commissioner of Agriculture Phil 
Campbell promised Monday to tighten 
regulations on egg labeling to prevent 
housewives from being misled. This is 
certainly a constructive move. Proper 
grading and labeling would protect both 
producers and consumers and add to the 
income of Georgia growers. Most people 
will pay premium prices if the product 
justifies it. 

The poultry industry is growing in 
importance to the state and those in the 
business are showing themselves to be 
alert to their opportunities and problems.

Groover Bill 


Offered to the Legislature 


In calling for state legislative committee approval of his ¢rime 
news bill, Rep. Denmark Groover verbally chastised newspapers for 
opposing his measure withovt offering a substitute for it to correct the 


evil of occasionally damaging innocent citizens. 

The substitute is so obvious that we did not want to appear pre- 
sumptious by proposing it, but since Mr. Groover has taken us to 
task for not having done so, we do so now. 


Therefore, Mr. Speaker, we offer 
this substitute bill and we hope 
Mr. Groover will do the people of 
Georgia the courtesy of formally 
phrasing it and introducing it to 
the Legislature. 

The Groover bill concerns itself 
with ‘‘protecting’’ persons who are 
accused of two types of crimes, 
but who may be innocent. It pro- 
hibits newspapers, and other pub- 
lic-information media from report- 
ing the fact that the arrests have 
been made in these cases, until 
there is reasonable assurance that 
there is enough evidence to war- 
rant a formal trial or sentence. 


Such evidence includes, accord- 
ing to the bill, a commitment hear- 
ing, indictment by a grand jury, 
a plea of guilty, or forfeiture of 
bond, 


But, Mr. Groover’s bill fails to 
get at the source of the problem. 

The substitute we offer does. 

Why bring formal charges at all 
against citizens unless there is rea- 
sonable evidence in a case? 

Instead of prohibiting publication 
of drunk driving charges, for ex- 
ample, there should be established 
reliable standards for determining 
whether a drunk driving charge is 
to be made by a police officer in 
the first place. 

This is simply done. 

Many states require that a 
driver suspected of operating an 
auto while intoxicated shall be 
given immediate medical tests to 
determine the amount of alcohol, 


if any, in his system. If the tests 
show the alcohol content to be a 
certain percentage or higher, he is 
formally charged with driving un- 
der the influence. 


Similarly, in the case of sex 
crimes. 
Solicitors and court officials 


should be both empowered and re- 
quired to make a thorough investi- 
gation of the facts in the case and 
to determine that there is reason- 
able evidence prior to their issu- 
ing a warrant accusing a citizen. 

In various sex crimes medical 
examination of the victim should 
be a prerequisite of issuance of a 
warrant accusing the defendant. 

Thus, our substitute bill would: 

(1) Require a reliable medical 
test prior to filing any drunk driv- 
ing charge. 

(2) Require that adequate facts 
be determined by qualified officers 
prior to issuing any warrant at all 
in a sex crime. 

This would stop the false accu- 
sations at the source — even be- 
fore they are written on the pub- 
lic record, 

Likewise, it would eliminate any 
need for Mr. Groover’s original 
bill because it accomplishes 
exactly what he has said he de- 
sires to do, but it does it even 
better — protection of the innocent 
and falsely accused at the outset. 

Mr. Speaker, we offer a substi- 
tute bill and, according ‘to 
mentary procedure, 
precedence over the original 
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friends, and your drive for erasing 
the ‘“‘terrible war scene on the 
mountain” will be unnecessary. A 
ready aggressor will be here to 
remove that, plus memorials of 
other heroes past, plus our present 
brave men, plus our churches 

. and our way of life as well.

Driving is a privilege that must 
be learned and: earned. It is not a 
Heaven-sent right that is inviolate. 

The Tuesday headlines told, too, 
of opposition to the proposition 
that any man who operates an au- 
tomobile or a»truck should be able 
to pay for whatever damages he 
does. That does not mean neces- 
sarily that he have liability in- 
surance.

|. | At the very least, there seems to be a mutual fondness in- 
| volved. 
| We refer, of course, 
| yoosters and chicks. 
Especially the latter. 
| For in 1954 Georgia, for the third straight year, led the 
nation in commercial chick production. 

The U.S. Agricultire Department Marketing Service esti- 

mated Tuesday that Georgia produced 163,970,000 baby chicks 
last year—dan increase of 31 million over 1953. 

Thus, if called upon to do so, Georgia could supply every 
man, woman and child in the nation with one of these tiny 
fowls, and still have a few left over. 

* The growth of commercial chick production illustrates how 
the poultry industry in this state has made a Crown Prince out 
of King Cotton, the“traditional leader in agricultural output and 
income. 

In 1950 commercial chick production in the state totaled 
only 36,063,000. 

Now its nearly 164 million. 

- That’s an advance of 90.5 per cent in just five years, which 
according to the Atlanta field offiée of the U.S. Commerce De- 
partment was the fifth greatest rate of gain in the nation. 

Nationally, the average rate of increase since 1950 amounted 
té 21.8 per cent, or less than one-fourth of Georgia's rate. 

Georgia took the national lead in chick production in 1952 
with a total of 127.2 million, substantially ahead of runnerup 
Missouri’s 111 million. 

This state retained the lead in 1953 by upping its production 
to 132.9 million, some 17 million ahead of second-place Missouri. 
This progress suggests an additional nickname for — 
. “Peach’”’ state, of course, is widely known. 
But perhaps “Drumstick’’ or ‘‘Pinfeather”’ 
more appropriate.

A recent mailing from Pine- 
hurst, N.C., brought word from my 
old friend Donald Parson, one of 
New England's outstanding contri- 
butions to our times. Mr. Parson 
is a jack of all trades and a mas- 
ter of most. Whether it is golf, 
boating, poetry, or bridge, he has 
few peers. In his latter role he 
has contributed frequently to my 
daily offerings. And today’s mor- 
sel indicetes that in his many dec- 
ades at the card table his hand 
has lost none of its deftness. 

He was South in today’s hand 
and to his partner’s opening bid 
of one club he responded with the 
game force of two no trump. This 
is the best strategy with a balanced 
hand containing 14 points in high 
cards. Nothing is to be gained by 
an approach bid of one diamond. A 
two no trump response may at 
times be suppressed where there 
is some likelihood that the hand 
might play better at some major 
suit contract, but in this case there 
is no such prospect. 

West opened the five of hearts 
and East’s jack went to declarer’s 
queen. Most players in the South 
position would, from force of habit, 
immediately set out to establish 
the club suit and in an overwhelm- 
ing majority of cases would suc- 
ceed in bringing home the con- 
tract. In this instance, however, 
such a step would result in the 
loss of the game, for East would 
win the first club trick and return 
a heart. This would establish the 
suit for West while he still held 
the ace of spades {ig reentry. 
Now when the clubs failed to 
break, declarer would find that he 
could cash only eight tricks. 

Mr. Parson approached the prob- 
lem with greater cautién. Refusing 
to rely on a normal club break 
he chose a line of play which as- 
sured him of nine tricks regardless 
of bad breaks. It involyed entering 
ldummy with a djamond and lead- 
ing a low spade. This cinched the 
contract regardless of the location 
of the ace of spades. If East had 
it-and ran up, declarer would be 
assured of three spade tricks 
which, with four diamonds and two 
hearts, brings the total to nine. If 
East plays low and the jack of 
spades holds the trick, declarer 
immediately shifts to clubs and 
nine tricks are assured. If West 
wins with the ace of spades he 
cannot cor.tinue hearts and de- 
clarer may then busy himself with 
making over tricks.
